Kew Year's at the National Capltal.

From Our Own Correspondent,
WasniNaroN, Jao. 1, 1909,

Kew Year's In one of the few bolidags scrupu-
Jously observed at the national capital, Proba-
bly no eity in the Union exceeds Washington in
this respect, except it be New Yock. We bave s
combipation of circumstunces, however, in
which New York 1a lacking, and which enables
us lo eclipee 1he great commercial metropolisin
our celebration of New Year's duy. The Prest
deut's reception, togeiher with those of the
Oabinet officers,t Senators and membere, and
distinguished cltizens, are featores prealinr Lo
Washingion,

o he Reeeptlon at the White IXonve.

There are really tbree distinet recepiioas at
the Prezldential manpeiop: that is, different
clasres are received at different hours, Tais e
the ouly excep'ion to the democrutic level
which obtuins everywhere el-c, First of ali
come the members of the Cabinet, the foreign
ministers, the judges of the Supreme Cour! of
the United States, the members ol the Seaate
and House of Kepreseulatives, the judges of the
Boupreme Court of the Digtrict ot Oolumbla ana
of the Court of Claims, Tke weather was un
propitiovs, and as a consequence private car
risges and backs of every description were
broueht into requisition. New Year's Is tha
only day in the year when the gates leading to
the Kxecutive mansiou are guarded by soldiers
anud cloged against the masses, bat this is only
for & few hours. The varlous rooms and parlors
of the Executive mansion were taaternlly deco-
rated with rare and tragrant flowers, while the
Marine Bund, famons among all other bands,
was statloned on the left of the large ante-room,
and during the receplion discoursed appropriate
music.

Arrival of the Forelgn Ministors and
Cabinet OMlcers,

A few minutes before 11 o'clock the magnifl-
cent equipages of the forelgn ministers and the
less pretentions turnouts of the Cabinet officers
began {o arrive, approschiog the Fxeoutive
manpsion by the easteru gate, and leaviug by the
weetern, Entrance to the White Hoose was by
the maip door, nud the exit by one of the larze
windows on *he porth front, at which a tempo-
rary platform was ercoted leading to the
pavement,

There was less ceremony this year than here-
tofcre, but still there was enough to plense the
fancy of our foreign frien‘s. Tne foreign din.
isters assembled In the red parlor acrording to
custom, where \hey awailed tue arrival of Secre-
tary Seward to be preseuted to the Piesident,
somehow or otber a number of the Cabinet
officers got mixed up with the forelgners in the
red parlor, snd when Mr. Seward made hie ap-
pestance be saw some of his own official asso.
ointes trylog to make themselves agreeable as
best they could with tke diplomats. The bril.
Nuut costumes of the latter is o nouvel sight for
democratie  merican eyes. From the minister
extraordinary avd plenipotentiary to the lowest
secretary of Jegation, every one 18 attired in
court drese.  An Amciican would feel sirangely
vreomioriable in those curiously cat coits,
embroideted all over with gold aud richly deco-
rated with orders und other lpsignia of rauk,
apd the inevitable dress sword haoging at their
sides, But these men are accostomed Lo it, and
it sits npon them as ensily and as gracefully as
their oflicial honors,

Presenintion of the Guests,

The President and the ludies of the Kxecutive
manston—Ars, Beoator Patterson and Mrs,
Colonel Btover—were in the blae purlor promatly
at 11 ¢’clock walting the arrival of the visitors,
On the leit of the Presideut was the Hon,
Dapiel 8. Goocing, Marshal of the District, who
presented the visitors to the President. The
Jadies occupled a position pear the centre of
the room, with General Michler, Com missioner
of PPublic Buildings, upon their left, who per-
formed the ceremony of preaenting them, First
of all, the President recelved the memhers of
the Cabinet aopd their families—Secretary
Beward and Mise Carpenter, of Aubuin, N, Y.:
Secietary Browning aud denghler; Pustmaster-
Geperal Randsll acd lady: Secretury Welles
and Jady; Becretary McCaolloch and lsdy;
Altoruey-General Evarts and lady; Beoretary
Echoficld and lady; and Assistant Secretary F.
W. Seward,

TLey were followed by the Diplomatic Corps
in full court costume and slde arms, who were
presented to the President by Secretary Seward,

Bdler is an srdent partisan, bat
he does not beliese In carrying politics wlo
soclal lite,
The OMecsrsal the Avmy and Navy.

Upon the heels ot the Senators and menbers
oame 1be offioers of the army sud navy now la
this city, They presented a very creditable
appearance, and, with their gay uniforms
mized with tbhose of the forelzn minisiers,
oifered a pleasant sud a etrlking contrast to
the somb'e sttire ol the Usbiuet oflicers and
the judges of the courts. Noue eof the great
captaiug, #uch as Graut, Bherman, Sheridan,
and G. H. Thomae, were preecut; nsr of the
naval beroes, hke Farrazu', Porter, Davis, and
Dupont.

The Chiness Embassy—My. Burlingame
nnd Lord Clarendon Agroee on the Basiy
for British Negotinttons.

Queen's Hovgr, Jun, 1, <Mr. Barlluogame snd
Lord Cisrendon, the new Britlsh Porelgn Min.
isler, bud an interview to-day, when theyagreed
upon the principles for the future British policy
to e aliopled towards Chnca,

Lord Clarendon, in reviewing h's former
conversalions, fully sckonowledged the pro-
priety and justice of the several polots which
Mr. Burlingame bad advaoced in referencs to
the policy which he deemed desirable taat Eag-
Inod should pursue,

Mr. Burlingame held that the objects of the
present mission showed evident signs ol pro-
greas, aud by no means evioced a retrgrade
dispesivion on the part of the Chiuvese Govern-
ment.  He also depreented the practice of West.
eru powers in usiog an uufriendly pressure to
introduce uew systems and new ideas among n
people whose knowledee of forelgn nutions wag
ot recent origin and who were nurtored under

Lord Clurendon, in his reply, fully admitted
that the Chivers were extitied to forbsarance
fiom foreizn nations, and assured Mr. Barlin-
pome that Englnnd did not desira or inteud to
apply any uaufricndly pressure in order to
induee Chups to advavce more rapidly in her
Iutercourse with foreirn natioas than was con
sistent with the sa’ety and feelings of the
Chinese peoyple.

The tollowing articles were then agreed to
between Lord Clarendon and Me, Burlingamo: —

First, That it was necessary to observe exist-
ing treaty stipulations,

Becoud, Toat afl pegotint ons should be con-
ducted with the central government, and not
with jocal authoritics,

Tnird. Tnat before the inasugaration of war
disputes should be veferred to the home govera-
ment,

Lord Clarendon has i2sael lnstractions to the
British agents in China to act lo accordance
with the spirit sanl with the objects dabove
explaiped, sud moreover to caatiom British
subjcots to pny dae reipect not only to the laws
of Chiva, but also to respect the usagzes and
teelings of the Chinese people.

Those points settied, the general prinelples of
the American trealy were discussed.

Lord Clarendon cousidered them kindly, and
ngreed that they should form the subject for
futore negotiations.

Haviog established the basis for the Brilish
policy, Mr. Burlingame proceeds to Paiis to.
morrow,and returng to England ou the reassem-
bling of Parliement, to conclade details aceord.
ine to the principles agreed upon and to com-
plete the vbject of his mission,
